CONSIDER THE MATTER. 


The 
new town charter 
has now 
been printed and distributed daily 


for twenty days through the town and 
it is fair to presume that every voter 
has either read it or become familiar 
with its contents and consequently is 
able to express his opinion upon it 
as to whether it suits him or not. It 


is also fair to presume that 
not a 
single 
voter in Berkeley who has 
read 
this 
document 
carefully but 
what would tell you, if asked, that he 
could make a few changes in it and 
then it would be perfect—according 
to his ideas. 


All 
those interested in the matter 
willingly agree thatseven eighthsof the 
charter is all right and only wants the 
to be amended in the other. 
When 


you ask eight persons to point where 
that faulty eighth Ties the chances 
are about 75 to 100 that each man 
will point out a different portion from 
what his neighbor does. 


From the fact that a document of 
this nature never could be drawn to 
suit every individual opinion, why 
will it not be just for each and every 
one to concede a little to the opinions 


of others and as long as he gets 
seven-eights let the other man 
have 
one-eighth. 


There is a class of men, although 
jn number they are small, who always 
wish to rule or ruin everything which 
they may by chance become inter­ 
ested in. 
It is a class that goes to 
make up the grand whole. 
Sooner 
or later they fall to the ground. Oc 
casionally one meets with a temporary 
success but it is too much for him 
and he falls headlong from the too 
great height to which he has flown. 


In 
relation to the new charter we 
wish to bring another matter to the 
attention of our readers which prob­ 
ably many of them have not even 
given a consideration and that is by 
the way of enquiry "do you know in 
what pecuniary condition the town 


of Berkeley is now in?" 
If you do 
not know you should get a statement 


of the town's ^finances, not only as at 
present but what it is likely to be at 
the end of the year. 


The 
Finance Committee of the 
Board of Trustees ought to be able 
to tell you at any meeting of the 
Board just what money is on hand, 
what bills there are already against 
that 
amount and about what the 
revenues of the 
remainder of the 
year and an estimated amount of 
liabilities which are likely to occur by 
the end of the year. 


We are well satisfied without being 
able to give figures, that acting under 
the present charter, the town will be 
quite deep in debt and no resources 
from which to liquidate with. Going 
on the way that we have been for the 
past year or two and with still further 
increaing indebtedness each year from 


growing wants;of a growing commun­ 


ity the debt will constantly get larger 
like a rolling snow ball. 


The whole thing is more a matter 


of dollars and 
cents than anthing 
else. 
We must either have a charter 
that will enable the town to raise 
sufficient money to pay the legiti­ 
mate expenses of an enterprising 
place or we must cut off all expenses, 
such as lights, water in all public 
buildings and macadamized streets, 


ail labor on any of the public streets 
in order that indebtedness 
already 
accrued may be paid. Is the public 
ready for anything of this kind ? 


Just consider the matter in all its 
different forms before you make up 
your mind that the new charter is 
not wanted.
